He was born in St. Lin, Quebec, in 1841, of a family of rebels who fought 
bravely under Papineau in the revolt lie From the little country school 
where his teacher, a Scotchman, spurred his ambition-and powerfully in- 
fluenced his life, he passed to L’Assomption College, and in 1864, after com- 
pleting his course in law, entered the Bar. When he made his début in politics 
in 1871 as a member of the Quebec Assembly, his magic eloquence, the fear- 
lessness, strength and finality of his words, and the mastery by which he 
brought order out of chaos, light out of darkness, thrilled his audience. 

Three years later he resigned from the Legislature and was returned to 
the House of Commons on the overthrow of the Macdonald government. In 
1876 he became minister of inland revenue, and two years later chang?s in 
politics deprived him of this position. He was the acknowledged leader of 
the Liberals who were the Opposition party until 1896, when after eighteen 
years of waiting, the reias of government again came into their hands and 
in the first flush of triumph they made him Premier.

Then only and thos 
faly could he arrive at the freedow 
of hia city. 

As a reward for high deeds these 
medieval city republics sometimes 
conferred op snch strangers as tad 
served them well the freedom of the 
city by solemn act of the burgestes 
and liveries without the apprentice 
ship of servitude. Every such te 
cipient of a city’s freedom becam# at 
onve a burgess, free to dwell, tree to 
engage in trade, free te vote for fhe 
civic rulers and tu agpire to the ef?ic 
chair, The key was the visible Mgn 
of this freedom—the city gates, cloyed 
at sunset agains! the stranger and the 
foe, opened to the burgess’ key at all 
hourr, as the door of bis own home—

The Ignorance That Exists In Russian 
Official Circles.

Light dawned on the concert pro- 
moters, und they quickly explained 
that the “Kreutzer Sonata” which ap- 
peared in their program bad vo refer- 
ence to Tolstoy's book of that title, but 
to a musical work composed by Bee- 
thoven, “Everybody knows Tolstoy,” 
snapped the governor, “but who knows 
your Beethoven?" It was only by @ 
telegraphic appeal to M, Stolypin, who 
assured the governor that there was 
such a person us Beethoven and that 
be had written ‘a “Kreutser Sonata,” 
that the club officials were able to con- 
vince the governor that be bad jumped 
to a basty and wrong conclusion.

The relief force from 
We Cheng will take four weeks at 
leagt to reach Cheng Tu, and the full 
gravity of the situation in the capital 
of Cze Chuan is now realized. 

Boston.—A delayed cablegram re- 
eeived by he Baptist Foreign society, 
said: “Oablegram receivéd ay, 
i states: ‘Sinfu 
mission arrived safely, and well at 
Chung King. Kiating- missionaies en 
route. No telegraphic communica- 
tions with Ming Yuan, Yachow or 
Cheng Tu, but believed to be safe’ ” 

Toronto.—The cablegram which Rev. 
T. E. Shore received recently from the 
American Baptist Missionary Society 
at Chung King stating that all Ameri- 
can Baptist missionaries had reached 
there, also stating that the Kiatang 
missionaries were en route and that 
telegraphic communication with Yac- 
how and Ningyuan was cut off. These 
places are in the American Baptist 
territory, but not in that of the Cana- 
dian Methodist mission. The Kiat- 
ing party of missionaries would in- 
clude the Canadian Methodists, so 
Mr. Shore conjectures that if the Kiat- 
ing people had left, and if there was 
definite information — that, the Cheng 
Tu people had left, the Kiating party 
would not leave before the Cheng 
missionaries joined them, if they 
thought <n! were coming. It, there- 
fore, looks like a confirmation of the 
despatches published recently that the 
Cheng Tu missionaries were still in

London.—The future operations of 
the Imperial mission which is repre- 
sented in Canada by Messrs Tupper, 
Aitkin, Tate and Blackstock, include 
a great campaign to be launched here 
on October 31 for the purpose of em- 
phasizing the need of a closer Imperial 
unity and Imperial solidarity of com- 
merce and defence. 

It is proposed to arrange an inter- 
change of speakers so that the needs 
and aspirations of various units may 
be better appreciated. The latest ad- 
herent of the mission, Joe Chamber- 
lain, is now vice-president, and the 
Duke of Argyle is honorary president.

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PLAGUE IN OTTOMAN EMPIRE 


Scores of Thousands Are Being 


Wiped Out by the 
Cholera 

Constantinople—The whole  Otto- 
man empire is in the grip of the 
cholera and deaths will be numbered 
in the thousands, though the failure 
of any attempt to keep official records 
makes even an approach to an esti- 
mate impossible. 

In Northern Asia Minor, where the 
scourge first appeared, whole villages 
have been wiped out. In some dis- 
tricts the tax gatherer in making his 
rounds has not found a living person, 
such of the inhabitants as have sur- 
vived the epidemic having fled to 
other parts. The troops returning to 
the camps near here from Albania 
have been a prolific source of infec- 
tion. In most cases the sanitary, 
measures taken are hopelessly inade- 
quate and the disease is simply run- 
ning its course. 


GENERAL CENSURE OF CREW 


Investigation Into Cause of Wreck of 
Steamer Iroquois Results in 
. Lost Reputations 

Victoria.—The certificate of Albert 
A. Sears, master and part owner of 
the wrecked steamer Troquois, is can- 
celled; certificate of Mate John Is- 
bister is suspended*for nine months; 
and certificate of ‘Engineer William 
Thomson is suspended for nine 
months, according to the finding of 
the court of marine enquiry, handed 
down in admiralty court recently. The 
steamer was wrecked in April with a 
loss of twenty lives. 

With respect to the captain, the 
finding says that harsh comments on 
his conduct after reaching shore were 
net justified by the evidence. Yet he 
feiled to perform his duty in regard to 
rescue work and in regard to stowage 
of the cargo, and also failed in his 
ability as a seaman and master. The 
chief engineer is blamed for not hav- 
ing stayed longer with the engines. 
Inspector of hulls at Kinghorn, 
blamed for -not insisting on suitable 
alterations to the boat. 


Socialists Won't Support a Strike 


Jena, Germany. -— Discussing the 
Moroccan situation in the Social 
Democrat congress recently, Herr 


Bebel, leader of the Socialists in the 
Reichstag denounced the reports that 
Socialists would proclaim a general 
political strike in case of war. The 
opposition of German Socialists to 
such methods are well known, he said. 
Herr Bebel added that Socialists 
would support a judicial colonial PP - 
icy and demand for Germany full 
equality in commerce and industrial 
development in Morocco, but they be- 
lieve that it is criminal and frivolous 
to engage in war on account of Mo- 
rocco.

Bandits Are Again Active in Spain

ing to Don Jose Chacon, situated on 
the mountains near Puente Genil. 
They threatened to kill the occupants, 
and despatched the overseer to Don 
Jose Chacon, demanding 1.000 pesetas, 
threatening him with death in case of 
refusal. 

These same bandits recently’ stole 
$10.000 from Don Antonio Montenegro, 
at Fuente Ovejuna. A section of the 
civil guard has gone in pursuit of 
them, but it is thought that it will be 
difficult to capture them at the pres- 
ent moment, because the inhabitants 
of the small villages protect them 
through fear of reprisals.

Monsignor Arista, bishop of Acireale, 
has gone to the front to encourage the 
faithful to conduct services, lead the 
procession and impart a benediction 
to the people. + 

The house of \ they Rampolla, 
a relative of Cardinal Rampolla has 
been overwhelmed by the lava which 
is expected soon to enter the Alcan- 
tara river. Three thousand years ago 
the lava from Mount Etna swept into 
the same river, the bed of which is 
now sixty feet deep. The entire crest 
of Etna has been changed by the pres- 
ent disturbances, ragged elevations 
having appeared. 


$100,000 FOR MONTREAL POOR 


Mayor Guerin Investigates Bequest 
to City Under Meurling 
will 


Montreal.—Mayor Guerin sent a re- 
port recently to the board of control 
in regard to his investigation, while 
in London and Paris, as to the famous 
Meurling will, whereby over $100,000 
was left to the poor of Montreal. 

The mayor states in the communi- 
cation that, so far as London is con- 
cerned, there is no doubt but that an 
estate and money valued at $100,000 
is left to the city of Montreal to be 
disposed of in the interests of the 
poor.

Bulletin on the Field Crops

84.73, which is about five to seven per 
cent. higher than last year and near- 
ly the same as two years ago.

grain and some injury was caused by 
hail storms, low temperature and rust.

Russia. It is stated that the formal 
announcement of the betrothal will be 
made hefore the Connaughts sail for 
Canada, 


An Attempted Assassination 

Kiev, Russia.—The Russian Prem- 
ier, P. A, Stolypin, was attacked while 
attending a gala performance at the 
opera. He was wounded twice by his 
assailant one bullet entered his hand, 
while the other penetrated the body, 
grazing the liver and locating in the 
spine. It is reported that the prem- 
ier’s wounds are mortal. Emperor 
Nicholas was present in the theatre at 
the time. The premier’s assailant was 
arrested.

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- SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON XIII.—THIRD QUARTER, 
SEPT. 24, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, Dan. vi, 10-23. 
Memory Verses, 21-23—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxxiv, 7—Commentary Prepar- 
ed by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 


These historical lesson§ from the 
book of Daniel are most fascinating 
and most practically helpful, inas- 
much as the God of Daniel and his 
friends is none other than our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the same yester- 
day, today and forever and always 
ready to hold strongly with all whose 
hearts are wholly. for Him, ‘not keep- 
ing us from. trials, but manifestin 
His presence With us in the trial anc 
bringing us through to His glory. 
Men and women who believe’ God 
were never more needed than now, 

Oh, for a testimony such as was 
given concerning Daniel, even by his 
enemies! We shall not find any occa- 
sion agdinst him, except we find it 
concerning the law of his God (verses 
4, 5). Knowing something of his hab- 
it of prayer, they asked the king to 
sign a decree that no one should ask 
a petition ef any god or man save 
Darius for thirty days under penalty 
of being cast.toe. the lions. 

Although Daniel knew the decree 
\had been signed, he kept on as afore- 
time, kneeling upon his knees in 
prayer three times a day, with his 
windows open toward Jerusalem, re- 
membering I Kings viii, 47-49. His 
enemies did not need to watch long in 
order to catch him in their net, and 
the king was promptly informed that 
“that Daniel of the captivity of Judah 
| regardeth net thee, O king, nor the 
decree that thou hast signed’ (verse 
13). If the king had not before seen 
the design of his presidents and 
princes against Daniel he saw it now 
and was sore displeased, not with 
Daniel, but with himself that he had 
not seen through this plot before sign- 
ing the decree. e 

He labored in vain to deliver his 
prime minister, whom he evidently 
esteemed and loved, but even the law 
of God, which is holy and just and 
good, cannot save any one, much less 
this law of the Medes and Persians, 
which was only a great iniquity. Our 
deliverance from the condemnation of 
the holy law of God is accomplished 
only by a sinless person taking the 
place of the guilty and suffering in 
our stead (I Cor. v, 21; Rom. iii, 
19-24; x, 4). 

We do not read that Darius so loved 
Daniel that he gave himself for him 
and went to the den of lions in his 
stead, but we do read just that vir- 
tually of Jesus Christ (I Pet. ii, 24; 
Gal. ii, 20, 1. ¢.). Daniel was cast to 
the lions (probably not very gently), a 
stone laid upon the mouth of the den 
and sealed with the ‘signet of the 
king and his lords. Imagine the re- 
| joicing on the part of his enemies be- 
cause they were now rid of him, and 
no doubt they ridiculed the God of 
Daniel who could not deliver him 
from the lions nor from their power. 

After a night of sleeplessness and 
fasting very early in the morning the 
king is-found at the den of lions call- 
ing alovd to Daniel if perchance he 
“may stilk be alive Surely Darius 
must have learned something of the 
power of Daniel’s God to be able to 
imagine such a thing possible and to 
encourage him as he did on his way 
to the den. With what joy and grati- 
tude the king must have heard the 
voice of Daniel and the words, “My 
God hath sent His angel and hath 
shut the lions’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me” (22). 

So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was found 
vnon him because he believed in his 
God (23), 

Thus shall it be in the morning of 
the first resurrection. No matter 
what the saints have suffered here in 
their mortal bodies, the resurrection 
body will be perfect, for we shall be 
like Him (I John iii, 2). The accusers 
of Daniel were then cast into the den 
of lions, with their wives and child- 
ren, and there was no deliverance 
for them. 

As to the righteous and the wicked,, 
we read in Ps. xlix, 14, that the 
j upright shall have dominion over them 
in the morning. Study the morning 
deliverances of Scripture, but note 
that’there will be no morning for the 
enemies of God (Isa. viii, 20, R.-V.). 
In verses 25 to 27 see how by a world- 
wide decree the living God, the God 
of Daniel, was magnified. How tell- 
ing are the words in verse 28, “So this 
Daniel prospered,” and according to 
the last sentence in his book we shall 
find him in his appointed place in the 
kingdom—that kingdom under the 
whole heaven which is to be given to 
the people of the saints of the Most 
High, when all dominions shall serve 
and obey Him (Dan. vii, 27). That 
will be after or in connection with the 
overthrow of all the kingdoms of this 
world, as set forth in Dan. ii and vii. 
The great, self exalting, God defying 
antichrist shall eome to his end, and 
a shall help him (Dan. xi, 36-38, 
45). 

Then shall ‘‘the stone” without hu- 
man aid break in pieces the world 
powers and fiH the earth with a king- 
dom of peace-and righteousness, and 
the enemies of the Lord shall perish 
as truly as did Daniel’s enemies (Dan. 
ji, 34, 95-44; vii, 9-14; IIT Thess. 1, 7- 
10). The Megsiah has been cut off 
without receiving His kingdom, but at 
the end of the seventieth week ever- 
lasting righteousness sha!l be the por- 
tion of Daniel’s people (Dan, ix, 24-27; 
Isa. lx, 21; xxxii, 1-17; Jer, xxiii, 5, 6),

~ toba and Saskatchewan and Alhberca, the Yu- 
ton Territory, the North-West Territories and 
British Columbia may be leased for a term of 
Wenty-one years at anannua; rental of $1 an 
acre. Not more than 2560 acres will be leased to 
o1 e/applicant. 

Application fora lease must be made to the Agent 
or Sub-agent of the district in which the rights 
applied for are situated. 

In surveyed territory the land must be desertb- 
ed by sections, or legal sub-divisons of sections 
and in unsurveyed territory the track applied for 
shall be staked out, 

Fach application must be accompanied by a fee 
of $ which will be refunded if the rights applied 
for are not ayailable but not otherwiie A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable out put of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton, 

The person operating the mines shal) furnish 
the Agent with sworn returns. monthly, areount- 
ing forthe full quanti of merchantet'* cos] 
mine and pay the royalty hereon. if he oa- 
mining rights are not .eing operated, such rel
